Quit Work.

RESPOND TO THE WHISTLE

Union Officials Declare Entire Munitions
Industry Will Be Tied

I Up by Saturday.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 21..In
response to a parade and demonstrationat noon today in front of the U.

4 M. C. plant, the machinists came out
and mingled with the strikers and
pickets.
When the whistles called the workersback to their machines nearly all

of them returned. Then the pickets
started marching up and down in front
Of the shops, calling to the workers.
The small force of police present

thrust themselves into the crowds and
tried to disperse them, but the numberwas too great.
Police headquarters was notified and

all the city detectives as well as uniformedpolice were hurried to the spot.
The sidewalk and street for several
blocks were lined with men, women

and girls when the extra force of officersarrived.

Claims of Labor Leaders.
Strike calls today resulted in machinists

tnrowing down their tools in a numberof Bridgeport shops and walking
out.
Labor leaders claimed they had taken

110 additional men from two plants}
doing work for the Remington Arms

#
and Ammunition Company; that pickets
had succeeded in keeping eighty men

from work at the new plant of the
Remington concern; that 100 men on

the night shift at the Union Metallic
Cartridge Company had gone on strike
and that during the noon lunch hour
hundreds of men on the day shift would
quit.

Nearly 500 Men Idle.
They estimated this forenoon that

nearly five hundred skilled machinists
were then on strike. They reiterated
their statement that there would be a

complete close-down of war munition
factories by Saturday.

« Disorder seemed imminent twice today,once at the new Remington plant
and once outside the works of a contractormaking machine tools for the
Remington company. Dirt wagons,
driven two abreast, cleared the road in
from of the first-named plant.
The police, according to an official

connected with tne contracting concern,
dispersed strikers and sympathizers
there after they had made a demon4stration against the men who remained
at work.

Guards Go on Strike.
The labor leaders asserted that twen- jty-five guards at the Remington plant

had gone on strike for more money
today. Fifteen were said to have
walked out yesterday.
Shortly before noon a large crowd

of machinists gathered at the head-
juarters in the center of the city and
formed into line. They then started
to march to the big V. M. C. plant on
the outskirts of the city. The men in
the parade, according to the leaders,

Visited at Their Homes.
It was learned today that many of

from the plant entirely today or heed
the instructions of the pickets in front

with arrest, hut informed the policemanthat he understood 'the laws ofthe state and that if the policemancarried out his threat he was likely to
d'scover he had made a mistake. He

Toolmakers Walk Out.
I.abor leaders announced this forenoonthat the machinists in the plant^ of the Grant Manufacturing Machinist

Company and Coulter & McKenzle
Machine Company had walked out.
Twenty men. they said, had left the
Grant concern and ninety had nuit
work at the Coulter & McKenzie works.}

ONE MAN KILLED;
SCORES ARE HURT
5 AS STRIKERS RIOT
Thousands at Bayonne, N. J.,
Plant of Standard Oil CompanyClash With Police.

THREE POLICEMEN AMONG

FIRST ATTACK EARLY IN DAY

Bricks and Other Missiles Hurled at

NEW YORK, July 21..Seriousrioting, during which one

man, John Molosky, eighteen
years old, was killed and nearly
three score more or less seriously
injured, marked the second day
of the strike of workmen at the
plant of the Standard Oil Companyof New Jersey at Bayonne.
The workers, most of whom are

of foreign birth and unorganized,
gathered at the gates of the plant
at an early hour, and disorders,
which then began, lasted until

nearly noon. At that time the
police, assisted by deputy sheriffs
and firemen, brought the situation
under temporary control at least.
The police say several thousand

persons took part in the attack.
Of the fifty-three injured taken to the

Bayonne Hospital, fifty are men and
F boys who fought about the gates of

the plant; the other three are policemen.Inspector Cady had a horse shot

Sheriff Eugene Kinkead of Hudson

county arrived on the scene shortly
after noon and took command of afefairs. In an endeavor to bring an end
to disorder-by means of persuasion, the

t sheriff, soon after his arrival, rode in

his automobile to a square where a

B
crowd of 500 persons were assembled to
discuss the strike and watch the gates.
Standing in his car, he addressed the

crowd, telling the men they must re-main orderly and what his duties were

t in the situation. He called on every
man who would obey him to hold up
his hand, and a majority did so.

5 Sheriff Kinkead spoke for half an

i. hour, and several times the men

q cheered his statements, especially his
promise to do what he could to settle

1 the difficulty. The sheriff said he was

willing to meet representatives of the
, strikers, hear their grievances and do

his best to bring about a settlement.
In consideration of this he asked the
men to disperse peaceably to their

f homes, and they said they would do so.
A committee of three was appointed by
the men to meet Sheriff Kinkead later
in the day.

Three Separate Attacks.
There were three separate attacks by

the rioters today. The first was at the
firehouse of the engine company, and
here all the windows were broken,
after which the crowd moved on and
attacked the police near the main gate

® of the Standard Oil plant. Three rioters
were injured by bullets from the po_licemen's pistols before the crowd left.

t The rioters then made their way to

t the plant of the Tidewater Oil Company,
g half a mile away, which remained in

operation today, though the strikers
f had been led to believe that the men

there would join them tocfay. As they
3 approached the plant, 1,300 of the men
* there left their work and marched out
~ to the crowd, but apparently this did

not satisfy the rioters, as they made a

rush at tl\e police on guard.
The most serious fighting of the day

followed, and it was during this at,tack that Molosky was killed and a

majority of the injured received their
wounds. The police at first, it is stated,

5 fired over the heads of the rioters, but
when this had no effect they shot directlyinto the crowd. Even this did

t not stop the rioters, and the police
were almost out of ammunition when
help arrived and the situation was

* brought under control.
* Some time after this fight occurred a
l small office building of the Tidewater
Company was discovered in flames, and

v the building was virtually destroyed
, before the fire could be controlled. The

origin of the lire is unKnown.

This afternoon the Standard Oil ofrficials landed 200 men from tugs at the
plant, presumably deputies who will
assist in guarding the works.

Former Prisoner Alleges He Was

Whipped While in Prison.
William H. .Whitaker, superintendent

of the workhouse at Occoquan, Va., is
named defendant In a suit to recover

$10,000 for alleged assault brought by
Bartholomew B. Kidwell.
The plaintiff alleges that July 22,

1914, while a prisoner under sentence
from the District Police Court, he escapedfrom the workhouse, but was
captured two hours later. He declares
that the superintendent had him
shackled to a tree, had his back bared
and beaten until the prisoner was ex.hausted.

RUSSIANS SHOWING
INCREASING POWER

IN RESISTING FOE
Retreat Continues, However,
But German Drive on Warsaw

Is Slower.

TEUTONS UNDER GUNS
OF NOWO GEORIEVSK

Fortress of Ostrolenka and Radom
Have Been Captnred by AlliedForces.

66,790 SLAVS ABE CAPTURED

Czar Suffers Great Casualties During
Enemy's New Offensive.

Heavy Fighting on

Dniester.

LONDON, July 21..There is
no halt, so far as official reports
indicate, in the Teutonic drive
aimed at Warsaw and having as

a larger motive the infliction of a

crushing blow upon the Russian
armies. The Russians, however,
seem to be showing increasing
powers of resistance as the lines
of the attacking hosts draw closer
to the Polish capital, and the advanceof the enemy consequently
is slower.

Latest official statements
showed the Germans under the
guns of the fortress of Nowo
Georgievsk, the key to Warsaw
on the north and only nineteen
miles from the city Further
north, the fortress of Ostrolenka
fell.
The Berlin Vossische Zeitung

estimates that using official headquartersreports as a basis, the
number of Russian prisoners
taken since the beginning of the

J newspaper
calls "a nice start."

Germans Win Ground.
The most important success now reportedby the Germans has been won

by Gen. von Woyrich. south of Ivangorod.This seems to have been a surpriseattack. The Russians, who had

heavy reserves in the neighborhood,
later delivered vigorous counter attacks.but failed to recover the lost

ground. Windau, in Courland, on the
Baltic, is definitely in the hands of
the Germans, who are now within
thirty-five miles of the important Russianseaport of Riga.
Possession of Riga by the Germans

would force the Russian armies near

Shavli and M'.tau to retreat, as the
Baltic port is their chief point of supplies.The ambitious advance of the
Germans in the Baltic provinces indicatesthey hope not only to capture
Warsaw, but to cut off the retreat of

the retiring armies and Petrograd.
In Embarrassing Position.

All these late advances place Grand
Duke Nicholas, the Russiancommander-in-chief,in an embarrassing
position.
To risk obstinate resistance might

imperil his retreat, but it is pointed
out here that such an extended AustroGermanline may obtain weak points
against which a counter move might be
made in the hope of saving the Polish
capital. Military writers assert that
the presence not only of landwehr but
of landsturm troops in the German
lines Indicates the central powers are
exerting every resource to crush the
Russians.

Radom Is Captured.
Radom, capital of the province of

Radom. which lies fifty-seven miles
south of Warsaw, was captured today
by the Teutonic allies, according to an

official communication issued in Vienna.
None the less steady is the AustroGermanadvance through southern Poland.So far as reports show the importantcommunication lines in the

Lublin region have not been pierced.

Heavy Fighting on Dniester.
BERLIN, July 21, via London..A dispatchto the Lokal Anxeiger from Cxernowitx,capital of Bukowlna, report*

heavy fighting along the Dniester river
near the Bukowlna-Gallcla border. The
Russians brought up heavy reinforcementsand made determined attempts
to retake positions on the left bank of
the river wmcn naa ueen capturea Dy
the Austrians. They were supported
by heavy artillery, but, the dispatch
says, their attacks gained them noth~
ing.
Along the Bessarabian front, also, the

Russians are on the offensive, having
made desperate attacks during the last
four nights. They succeeded in breakinginto the Austrian positions in one

place, but the attacking forces subsequentlywere captured, and here, as

elsewhere, the Russians were unable to
make gains. The battle of Monday
night lasted si* hours, during which
the Russians made eight assaults at
many points. 4

Official Records Moved.
According to dispatches reaching Berlin,all the official archives in Riga,

the Russian Baltic port, now threatenedby the Germans, together with
the moneys of state banks and court
records, were taken to Petrograd Monday.Government officials have been
advised to be ready to depart. It i«
said more than 10.000 inhabitants of
the city fled last week.
